Board Of Pardons Had Rejected Final Plea For 


Mercy— Governor Refuses To Interfere

TRENTON, N. J., March 31. — The iron nerve of 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, with death in the electric 
chair only a few hours away, snapped today, bul his sob- 
wraeked story of innocence shrilled through the death 
house unbroken and unchanged. 
"I am innocent,” cried the condemned slayer of the 
Hi rid bergh baity even as final tests were being made of 
lite electric chair in which he is to die shortly after 8 
o’clock for the shocking crime of the Sourland Hills. 
His last hope was gone. Tile pardons court, which 
could hav* saved him. refused to do so. Gov. Harold G. Hoffman, who 
dared political dfaaater in an attempt to aolvc the Lindbergh caae in 
the face of a Flemington Jury’s verdict that the caae waa already solved, 
said he would not again Interfere./ 
Defense counsel apparently were 
without any legal way to turn to 
save him, but had not given up 
hope. 
His prosecutors were unchanged 
in their conviction that Hauptmann 
and Hauptmann alone, waa guilty 
aa proved. 
In the face of It all and with the 
knowledge that a confession or par­ 
tial confession was his only hope 
of escaping the chair, the 36-year, 
old prisoner cried out today to Col. 
Mark O. Kimberling. 
“Not Afraid To Ola’* 
“ I am innocent: hut I am not 
afraid to die." 
“ Any change in my story would 
be a lie,” he told the warden.

Would Like Radio Appeal 
“ He said he wished he could ap 
peal to the public over the radio 
and say that if anyone knows any 
thing about the caae. let him come 
forward and tell," the guards’ re­ 
port added.

Th© reichsruehrer hag been ‘‘vindicated” 
—not surprisingly. 
Faithful Nails poured 
to the polls Sunday and exercised their 
peculiar right of the ballot, which conelata 
In marking it the way they mutt mark It 
if they expect to mark any more ballot* in 
the future. 
They weren’t invited to con- 
alder the advisability of voting “ No” on the 
quem ion of approving the new piece in the 
European aun for which their dictator ie 
bidding in their name. 
Probably, relative­ 
ly few of them really would have said “ No” 
anyway. 
Consequently, when Chancellor Hitler re* 
veals details of hi* new proposal for Euro­ 
pean aecurlty he will be able to assure other 
governments that he baa an united Ger­ 
many behind him and that a country so 
united cannot be denied the prestige It de­ 
mands In the continental scheme of things. 
Probably, too. he will repeat ultimatum of 
last week that lf the remainder of Europe 
entangles Itself in military alliances he will 
Insist upon restoration of full sovereignty 
Hor Germany. 


As he fired that broadside from a Break­ 
ing platform at the Krupp works last week, 
Hitler made a rhetorical challenge to Eu­ 
rope which apparently never will he met. 
If other government* reject hta proposal*. 
be asserted, they should be decent enougn 
to consult the opinion of their people, Just 
as he has done. 
The suggestion Is excel­ 
lent, lf not practical. 
If the people of Eu­ 
rope could speak, they might pour oil on 
aome of the trouble makers as wmll as on 
the troubled waters. But Hitler know* that 
other statesmen would be more reluctant to 
lot their people talk. 
In other countries a 
plebiscite would be much freer and potent­ 
ially embarrassing, therefore.

12,500,000 Unemployed 
According to the latest American Federa­ 
tion of Labor estimate, there are 12.500.000 
persons unemployed In this country. 
By 
President Roosevelt a own estimate, in a 
recent message to congress, there are "ap­ 
proximately 8.300,000 families and unattach­ 
ed persona who are in need of some form 
of public assistance. 
At four persona to a 
family, thia figure meana there are about 
22.000,000 persons in need of. or being sup­ 
ported by, public charity. 


Staggering figures, these—especially wheu 
it is recalled that two weeks ago Preaident 
Roosevelt Invited businessmen to Beisa th# 
chance of lessening relief rolls by absorb­ 
ing most of the unemployed. 
At that time 
It wa# pointed out that his invitation was 
not without Its Inconsistencies, despite the 
plausibility of his argument that employer! 
must take up the alack In employment be­ 
fore the government can be relieved of Its 
burden. 


There seemed to be implied in the Presi­ 
dent's invitation the attitude that, now the 
harsh supreme court has killed NRA. busi­ 
nessmen 
have 
a chance 
to prove their 
theories about the free play of economic 
forces. 
But reflection must have convinced 
Mr. Roosevelt that leaving the matter to 
George might be a risky business in an 
election year. 
Already, report* suggest th# 
likelihood of a senate investigation of labor 
conditions since the death of NRA, while a 
committee to analyse and evaluate the ac­ 
complishment* of the blue eagle program 
has been created. 


All this still leaves the country harassed 
with unemployment relief burdens, 
It still 
leaves the realization that probably as much 
aa TO percent of unemployment lies outside 
businesses classed as manufacturing, but 
to whom the President's .ippeal for reem­ 
ployment was made. 
It still leaves the In­ 
controvertible fact that businessmen can­ 
not cooperate and organize to tackle un­ 
employment without facing the bitter ac­ 
cusations of anti-monopolists. 
And it still 
leaves the fact 
that unemployment, the 
country's gravest problem, remains a mat­ 
ter of variable estimates. 
No one knows 
for certain the extent of unemployment, ex­ 
cept that It is too great for safety and com­ 
fort.

Swat That Lobbyist 
Enactment of legislation to curb lobbying 
is assured In the current session of con­ 
gress by house approval of the Smith bill 
requiring registration of lobbyists and pub 
Hefty concerning their activities. The sen­ 
ate, which passed last year a more drastic 


bill, is expected to approve the Smith pro­ 
posal. 
Presumably, passage of 
the bill would 
protect congressmen from lobbyists. 
It la 
a fart, however, that the only fully effec­ 
tive protection must be supplied in another 
way. 
If congressmen were aa impervious 
to pressure as they say they think they 
should 
be. 
no 
anti-lobbyiing 
legislation 
would be needed to protect them. 
In a strict sense, it is not lobbying at 
which they are aiming at all. but what they 
consider unfair propagandizing. The really 
powerful 
lobbies 
in 
Washington—labor, 
agriculture 
and 
veterans— apparently are 
in good atandlng. Other lobbies, the public 
utility lobby, for instance, are not in good 
standing. 
Certain congressmen who dis­ 
agree with the interests represented by the 
unpopular lobbies are seeking to escape the 
prssure which those lobbies have been able 
to exert on them. 
Anti lobbying legislation will be as effec­ 
tive m congressmen want it to be. Unfor­ 
tunately, there is a good deal of evidence 
indicating representatives and senators are 
not interested in resisting all lobbies, but 
only the lobbies which irritate them 
It 
Is difficult to believe, therefore, that the 
Smith bill. or any other bill which may bo 
enacted, really should be hailed aa an end 
to lobbying, a practice at least as old as 
the republic itself.

The Right Idea 


Complaining about sins of omission and 
commission in the W PA is a popular, lf un­ 
enjoyable, national avocation. Nearly every­ 
body knows how to do tho thing better than 
It is being done, apparently. 
Actually, there are remarkably few sub­ 
stitute plan* in existence. 
Though every 
body seems lo enjoy attacking the WPA, 
scarcely anybody appears willing to assert 
it should be put out of existence. 
At the same time, it is generally believed, 
even by administrators of the existing pro­ 
gram. that something better must be evolv­ 
ed. They are far from satisfied, yet strange­ 
ly are giving little attention to devising an 
improved program. 
Consequently, when Sen. Vandenberg of 
Michigan, a candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination, proposes a substi­ 
tute, the matter is of more than ordinary 
importance. 
Sen. Vandenberg believes fed­ 
eral relief money should 
bo apportioned 
among the states on a basis of population 
and need to provide subsistence. 
There­ 
after, states would administer relief in their 
own way, either as a dole or, by adding 
their own money to the federal allotment, 
a* work relief. 
“ Such a plan would put 
the responsibility where it belongs.” Sen. 
Vandenberg believes. 
"It would eliminate 
absentee management with all its ghastly 
injustices.'' 
Sen. Vandenberg may or may not be on 
the right track. 
That is a matter of opin­ 
ion. 
It is not a matter of opinion that the 
only way to solve any problem ta to start 
working on it, Instead of cursing its com­ 
plications and avoiding the task of doing 
something to simplify them. 
Hen. Vanden­ 
berg has the right idea. 
Many will hold 
that in returning relief responsibility to the 
states he has. also, the right solution. 


Still, if a statesman knows he alone can 
save the country, he is Justified in doing 
anything to hold his Job.

There will bo 
conflicting versions, with each government 
blaming the other. 
Russia and Japan are 
picking on each other in the same way a* 
two children laying the groundwork for a 
fistic encounter would employ When their 
quarreling finally reaches a climax, it will 
be the natural culmination of mutual an­ 
tagonism. with both sharing the blame in 
approximately equal proportions. 
Russia and Japan naturally will try to 
make out a good case for themselves in the 
event of a real crisis. A world thoroughly 
familiar with the methods of antagonism 
which both governments are using in the 
frontier area will not be fooled easily.

WASHINGTON, March 31— An objective 
vi*‘w of tho political outlook today would 
toom to indicate that, assuming a failure in 
tho Republican party to put up a strong 
candidate with an affirmative platform and 
assuming also the failure of any third party 
to enter the field to give an opportunity for 
frilly libera! Democrat* to express them- 
helves without swallowing Republicanism, 
the reelection of President Roosevelt might 
well be expected. 
, 
This is but another way of saying that lf 
Mr. Roosevelt has no opposition he will win 
a great number of electoral votes in 1936 
than im had in 1932. It will be recalled that 
this feat was accompllehed by President 
Andred Jackson about IOO years ago. 
The paramount question la. therefore, will 
Mr. Roosevelt have any real opposition? 
Within 
recent 
weeks 
and 
particularly 
once the death of former Gov. Ritchie of 
Maryland, it has been taken for granted 
among writers on national polities that the 
Idea of making a fight at the Democratic 
national convention against the renomina­ 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt has benn abandoned. It 
became apparent that the delegates to the 
convention -as happens always with the 
party In power, be it Republican or Demo­ 
cratic— would be Just hand picked selections 
comprising federal office holder* or their 
benchmen. 
Opposition Campaign Unsettled 
The take a walk plan had merit In the eyes 
of Roosevelt opponents only as a means of 
focusing attention on the possibility of a 
spectacular protest against what they term­ 
ed a transformation of the Democratic party 
of Jeffersonian prim (pie Into the new deal 
party of emergency opportunism. 
But if the plan is discarded as futile, the 
question of the nature of the opposition cam- 
paign to be made after the conventions are 
lipid has by no means been settled, To the 
extent that lack of harmony or definiteness 
prevails in the ranks of those opposed to the 
new deal, the curve in the isilitlcal chart of 
Mr. Roosevelt would seem to have been 
correspondingly on the upward trend. What 
with 
the 
Republicans 
divided 
for 
the 
moment into group# 
supporting 
london, 
Borah. Knox sud Vandenberg, respectively, 
and with cries.crosses of sentiment based on 
old cleavages or reactionary and progressive 
force 
inside 
the 
Republican 
party. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt appears to be sitting serenely in 
an Improved position since the recent Liter- 
ary Digest poll. 
Another explanation of the supposed rise 
in his political stock is that Mr. Roosevelt 
in the last few weeks has done some of the 
things which are designed to recapture mil­ 
lions of votes that undoubtedly were reflect­ 
ed as negative in the Digest poll. The Presi­ 
dent has manifested, for instance, another 
of his inclinations toward economy in public 
expenditure* and he has actually offered— 
however controversial may be its aspects— 
a tax program to meet a portion of the an­ 
nual deficits. 
Conservatives—unless they be mere parti- 
sans—cannot withhold froiji Mr. Roosevelt 
their sympathetic approval when he does 
the very tilings for which they have been 
clamoring. The question might well he in- 
terposed that the Roosevelt moves are tem- 
porary and only a means of insuring elec­ 
tion, after which unorthodox policies again 
will he pursued add thA constitutional sya- 
tem remoulded by the appointment of what 
are expected to be political judges, that is 
Judges who will decide as the man who ap­ 
points them expects them to decide. 
More Independent Congressmen Needed 
But the key to what Mr. Roosevelt will do 
lf he is reelected la to he found In the qual­ 
ity and power of the opposition that is lined 
up agamid him 
between now' and 
next 
November. It is on this point that many anti- 
new dealers arn short sighted. They have 
worked themselves into such a frenzy of 
passion against Mr 
Roosevelt personally 
that they forget he derive# his main strength 
from a supine congress, 
against 
which 
hardly any opposition has been developed 
back home. If Mr. Roosevelt has made mis. 
lakes of judgment or policy or has broken 
faith with his platform or has blundered in 
his adjustment of minority and majority 
viewpoints in a critical period of history— 
well, he is entitled as one human being to 
a large margin of error. But what of the 96 
members of the United States senate and the 
435 members of the house of representatives 
who constitute the principal difference to- 
day between Germany and Italy on the one 
hand and the United States on the other? 
The usual answer made is that members 
of congress are being influenced either by 
the President's appointment of their friends 
to office or by the fact that large sums are 
being silent in their districts by the Roose­ 
velt bureaucracy and that heme members 
of congress are submissive to the executive 
will. There may be some truth in this, but it 
can never be accepted as the w hole explana­ 
tion by anyone familiar with national elec­ 
tions. The reason why most members of con. 
gresa—and in the house at lease two-thirds 
arc new men elected in 1932 or 1934—are 
following Mr. Roosevelt blindly is because 
relatively few people back home have risen 
up to point out that they reallj care one 
way or the other whether the federal gov- 
ernment becomes excessively centralized or 
whether the public purse is worn out and 
prohibitive taxes ar* imposed. 
Opposition Poorly Organized 
This is not saying there has been no oppo­ 
sition of Importance 
On the contrary, a 
shim ll group of business and professional 
men and some women leaders have delevop- 
cd a protest which, while numerically small. 
is qualitatively about the most intense the 
nation has witnessed since the days before 
tho Civil war.

If the American people want some of the

an end, they can do so by electing a con­ 
gress that is committed to Jeffersonian prin- 
ciples and to economy, it isn t just a matter 
of personalities or parti. For in the south. 
where there la only one party, there will 
shortly be held primaries in which the vot­ 
ers will have a chance to say whether con- 
gress shall abdicate or regain its indepen­ 
dence as a legislative body. In the north and 
west, the primaries goon will be held to de. 
termine what kind of Republicans and what 
kind of Democrats are to get the respective 
nominations of their parties.

Davis, however, sawed out a trap 
door for himself, 
lie constructed 
an escape clause, under which the 
14-inch gun agreement 
is 
void if 
Japan and italy do not adhere to the 
treaty by April Fool* day of next 
year, see Section 2, Article 4.

w-hich is expected to run the gamut 
of political recrimination* from A 
to Z. 
If such be true, it is believed that 
Charles 
Hay 
Hubbell’* cry for a 
$200 monthly annuity for the aged 
may be drowned in the general tu­ 
mult. 
Beyond saying that he is a candi­ 
date for governor, Marvin C. Harri­ 
son, the 
fourth 
Democrat in the 
race, has thu# far failed to record 
himself In favor of or against any­ 
thing. 
Bricker Remain# Silent 
Attorney General Johu W. Brick­ 
er, Republican aspirant, 
ha# 
an 
nounced that "my platform is 
yet fully constructed." 
Both Gov. Davey and Con 
man Young are well aware of the 
sale tax law’s bad repute and real­ 
ize that such feeling bas intensified 
since the legislature extended th* 
law’s life from Dec. 31. 1935, when 
it was due 
to 
have 
expired, to 
March 31, 1937. Each is aware that 
a 
campaign 
based 
upon repeal 
would strike a popular chord, but 
Gov. Davey is more cautious in mov­ 
ing to banish a law which, in its 
first years 
of 
existence, brought 
approximately $46,000,000 into th* 
state's coffer#. 
In any move to repeal the law, 
Gov. Davey or Young, if elected gov­ 
ernor, are confronted with the tan­ 
talizing problem of offering a sub­ 
stitute or. in other words, a differ­ 
ent method of touching the taxpay- 
er#' pur#* for the same amount of 
money. 
The governor has sidestepped con­

Denied these tax receipts, he 
would be sorely pressed to care for 
such items. Local subdivisions also 
share in the fund and many a fin­ 
ger that is now pudding, would b* 
withdrawn grudgingly. 
Young To Bar* Defects 
It is well known that Congress­ 
man Young # campaign lieutenants 
ar© busy "X-raying” the sales tax 
statute with a view toward baring 
its every defeat to the public gaze^ 
The act is due a withering fire froiq 
the Young camp and 
whether h* 
proposes to offer new flesh for th 
"bones" of the statute remains to be 
seen. 
Referring to the report of a sen­ 
ate committee, composed of Sena- 
etars William 
R. 
Foss, Robert A.

"In that nu 
ner they escape the sales tax, 
one can hardly blame them, for th* 
the levy is unfair in every sense. 
The process, however, is destroying 
Ohio's own industry which is losing 
money to neighboring states.” 
Young likewise has assailed the 
"moral effect” of the law upon mer­ 
chants “ who are subjected to abuse 
and 
mistreatment by discourteous 
and incapable inspectors.” 
In that 
respect he agrees with the senat* 
committee, which found that; 
"There are too many men of that 
type in the field. 
They become of­

Its growth has been a story of steel, and today Ibis 
industry is playing a more important part in the life of the 
community than ever before. Recognized as one of the 
foremost steel towns in western Pennsylvania, ii is now 
enjoying business prosperity which approaches Hie 1929 
peak." 
Sign* of tho times find both of its largest industries, the Pittsburgh 
Crucible Steel Co.’* plant and the Treadwell Construction Co., going 
full blast. There are 3,000 men now on the mill payroll, production is 
at more than 70 percent, and a $1,000,000 expansion program is under

Similar activity is also reflected 
In many of Midland's other indus­ 
tries, which include the Macintosh- 
Hemphill

Slag Co. and a bulk plant of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Pennsylvania. 
The latter, although located just 
outside the borough line at the 
east, end of town, is considered one 
of its assets. 
A significant fart in the opera­ 
tion of municipal government there 
is that the borough ended 1935 in 
the black, as far as owing any bills 
were concerned. 
The borough’s 
bonded debt is $330,000 and the 
schools' about $300,000. There have 
been no defaults. 
Midland's tax duplicate is $7,260,- 
OOO, and its rate of taxation about 
40 mills on a 50 percent basis of 


real estate valuation as it is figur­ 
ed there, or 20 mills on IOO percent 
assessment.

manufacture of steel. Prior to 1905, 
the place was a sleepy farm com­ 
munity with the Ohio river sweep­ 
ing past Its door. 
Then in the 
spring of 1905, H. C. Fownes, W. C. 
Fownes Jr., J. Ramsey Speer and 
Charles 
McKnight of 
Pittsburgh 
purchased 991 acres of land along 
the river hank through their agent 
T. K. Miller, and established the 
Midland Steel Co., with George K. 
Hantpfelt as general manager. 
The construction of a blast fur­ 
nace. holler shop sud pig machine 
was started in July, 1905, and In 
the fall of 190*5 the blast furnace 
was put into operation. 
At the 
same tim e. the town wag laid out 
and named Midland after the Mid­ 
land iron district in England. Many 
houses were built and later about 
31 bee hive coke ovens were added 
to the p lan t 
Seeing the possibilities of Its ad­ 
vantageous location for water and 
rail transportation as well as flat 
land for expansion, the Midland 


Steel Co. was purchased by the 
Pittsburgh Crucible Steel Co., a 
subsidiary of the Crucible Steel Co. 
of America, in 1911.

time after 1917 feverish activity 
was marked.

The Pittsburgh 
Crucible

every respect, it has its own rail­ 
road sidings, engines and a com­ 
plete laboratory, and maintains a 
police 
and 
safety 
system 
and 
emergency 
hospital 
within 
Us 
gates. 
The plant proper is composed of 
two blast furnaces, the second of 
which was constructed in 1920, 12 
open hearth furnaces, two finishing 
mills, a blooming mill, one bar mill 
and heat treating department. Con­ 
struction work already has been 
started on the addition, giving em­ 
ployment to a number of the 3,000 
men on the payroll. 
Capacity em­ 
ployment is about 3,500, company 
officials eaid. 
The crucible produces a high 
grade forging and alloy steel for 
seamless tubing, billets, bars and 
fiat steel used in forgings, automo­ 
bile construction and other Indus­ 
trial purposes, as well as Ingots 
and 
pigs 
sold 
commercially 
to 
other steel and Iron concerns. The 
ingots range in site from 23 to 32 
feet square and weigh from 6.<*00 to 
46.000 pounds. 
The ingots are heated and rolled 
down in the blooming mill, then 
taken to the finishing mills where 
they are made into squares, rounds, 
hexagons, etc., five-eighths of an 
inch to IO Inches in thickness. The 
steel Is made from the Iron ore, 
purified in the open hearths, to 
which other ingredient* are added 
according to the type of steel de­ 
sired. 
It is made molten in the 
blast furnace and poured into pans 
or pigs. It also is sold in this form 
to other plants. 


The trend, however,' seems to be 
toward welded construction, aud 
steel work is on the upgrade, it was 
pointed out.

The huge pieces gradually 
take shape as they progress from 
one end of the plant to the other, 
where they are hoisted by mam­ 
moth cranes onto railroad cars or 
moved to the barge yards for as­ 
sembly.

The service bridge and five of the 
tainter gates have been completed, 
while it is expected the rest of the 
trainter gates will be finished this 
month. 
The parts will be shipped 
by barge down the Ohio river to 
the Mississippi.

to date. In brief. W alter Lippraan 
the other day sum m ed up the im ­ 
portance of an opposition senti­ 
m ent m ost interestingly when he 
w ro te ; 
“For Mr. Roosevelt has proved 
him self to be a m an who peculiarly 
needs to be checked by a vigilant 
opposition. He is least to be relied 
upon when he feels him self to t>e 
unopposed. For then the enchant­ 
m ent of bright ideas is upon him. 
And when a kindred spirit suggests 
an ides, no sooner is it said, then 
it is doge.” 
Too m any people are looking at 
the coming election In a personal 
sense. Mr. R oosevelt's election or 
defeat is incidental to the conflict 
of forces and cu rren ts that are 
m anifesting them selves in a period 
of world wide unrest. And unless 
the congress is com posed of able 
and independent men. it may some 
day earn the scorn of a Mussolini, 
who abolished his cham ber of depu­ 
ties largely because to him it was 
just another w eakness of dem oc­ 
racy.
